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GENERAL    GOVERNMENT    REPORTS 


SELECTMEN 

The  year  1991  is  behind  us,  and  as  difficult  a  year  as  it  was,  we  find  Newbury  still 
a  good  place  to  live. 

The  problem  of  growing  regulations  occupied  much  of  our  time.  State  and 
Federal  laws  and  the  lawsuits  we  encountered  forced  the  Selectmen  to  spend  far 
more  time  and  money  man  was  anticipated.  The  downturn  in  the  economy  caused 
an  overdraft  in  the  welfare  account  of  over  $16,000.  Legal  fees  caused  an  overrun 
in  that  budget  of  more  man  $12,000.  These  problems  are  behind  us  and  hopefully 
1992  will  be  a  better  year. 

In  spite  of  the  difficult  time,  much  was  accomplished.  Over  1200  feet  of  sewer  in 
Blodgett  Landing  was  replaced.  To  bring  the  costs  into  budget  required  the 
Selectmen  to  re-bid  the  project  and  put  the  work  off  until  last  fall.  The  completed 
contract  further  protects  the  quality  of  Lake  Sunapee. 

Durgin  Park  (formerly  called  the  Loft)  is  proceeding  on  schedule  and  should  be 
available  for  use  this  summer.  Many  hours  were  spent  in  the  process  of 
purchasing  the  property,  selecting  the  architect,  negotiating  the  bonds,  obtaining 
all  necessary  permits  from  the  State  and  Town  boards  and  finally  hiring  the 
contractor.  We  are  pleased  with  the  interest  and  support  of  the  Town  in  this  high 
visibility  project. 

Following  a  search  of  over  3  months  the  Town  hired  its  new  Police  Chief.  After 
a  national  field  responded  we  screened  26  applicants  under  the  direction  of  a 
professional  recruitment  service.  After  reducing  the  field  to  5,  a  unanimous 
choice  was  made  and  James  Valiquet,  formerly  of  the  Exeter,  NH  police 
department,  was  hired. 

At  this  time  our  thanks  to  Jim  Tinker,  former  Chief  of  our  Police  Department, 
for  his  many  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  Town.  We  wish  him  well  in  his 
retirement. 

We  continued  the  rebuilding  of  the  Post  Road  and  over  2800'  was  paved.  We  plan 
to  continue  work  on  this  most  heavily  traveled  Town  road. 

Howard  Eaton,  a  Town  employee  for  over  20  years  was  appointed  as  acting 
Foreman  of  the  Highway  Department.  This  department  has  had  a  most  difficult 
year  with  little  snow  and  much  ice,  but  has  responded  well. 
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The  street  numbering  project  is  proceeding  well.  The  committee  has  measured  all 
roads  and  entered  the  information  on  the  computer.  Signs  will  be  ordered  and 
notification  letters  will  be  sent  to  all  residents.  We  expect  the  project  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  June. 

In  closing  this  report  we  express  our  thanks  to  our  Town  Employees,  all  who 
perform  their  duties  in  a  manner  which  should  be  recognized  by  the  Towns'  people 
for  our  well  being.  Also  to  the  people  serving  on  various  boards  and  committees 
and  others  who  are  all  a  part  of  the  smooth  operation  of  the  Town.  Most  of  these 
positions  are  filled  by  civic  minded  individuals  without  any  compensation;  for 
which  we  should  show  our  appreciation  for  a  job  well  done.

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BUDGET  REVIEW 

The  Budget  Review  Committee  was  reactivated  this  year  to  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity  along  with  the  Selectmen  and  the  individual  department  heads  to 
formulate  this  year's  operating  budget. 

As  is  generally  the  case,  the  numbers  in  this  budget  are  a  little  higher  than  any 
of  us  would  like,  but  the  final  budget  contains  very  few  frills.  The  largest  portion 
of  this  increase  is  in  the  area  of  wages  for  town  employees.  The  town's 
employees  will  be  receiving  pay  increases  this  year  after  not  seeing  an  increase 
last  year.  Other  budget  areas  that  saw  substantial  increases  were: 

Welfare/General  Assistance  up  about  $17,000.00 

Highway  Department  is  up  in  part  due  to  the  one  time  expense  of  street 
numbering  $2,200.00  and  culvert  steamer  $3,000.00. 

The  Police  Department  increase  is  largely  (Approximately  $16,000.00)  in 
salaries  including  for  the  first  time  private  duty  expenses  ($2,500.00)  which  are 
offset  by  revenues. 

Transfer  Station  is  up  partly  due  to  lease/purchase  of  property  and  additionally 
due  to  hauling  rather  than  land  filling  of  construction  debris. 

Legal  Expenses  are  up  approximately  $6,000.00,  a  result  of  our  litigation  prone 
society. 

In  addition,  other  increases  will  be  seen  in  this  year's  budget  for  the  bond 
expenses  for  the  "Loft  Beach  Project"  as  well  as  the  Blodgetts  Sewer  construction. 

All  in  all  we  feel  this  is  a  good  budget  to  present  to  the  voters.  The  new 
computer  system  in  the  town  offices  is  making  the  job  of  tracking  expenditures 
easier  and  therefore  allowing  for  the  constant  monitoring  of  our  individual  line 
items. 

Our  thanks  go  out  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  department  heads  for  their 
cooperation  with  us.  Next  year  we  hope  to  see  more  public  participation  in  the 
budget  review  process.

In  1991,  the  Trustees,  Librarians,  and  Friends  of  the  Library  have  tried  to 
provide  a  community  library  that  meets  the  needs  of  its  residents  and  hopes  to 
encourage  new  participation  through  a  variety  of  programs.  Although  our 
circulation  remains  the  same  as  1990,  we  feel  that  we  have  created  a  community 
spirit  that  encourages  us  to  have  a  positive  outlook  on  the  future  of  our  library. 

The  following  are  programs  and  events  that  the  library  sponsored  during  the 
year: 

1.  Winter  Wednesdays  -  a  4  session  arts  and  crafts  program  for  children 
grades  1-5. 

2.  Annual  Valentine's  party 

3.  Pre-school  Story  Hour  -  the  program  was  led  by  Beverly  Wolf  with  a 
loyal  following  of  many  eager  children.  The  program  runs  from  February  through 
May  and  men  September  through  December  on  Wednesdays  at  10:00  AM. 

We  are  pleased  to  have  the  use  of  the  basement  of  the  Town  Office  for  this 
program;  the  "Friends"  have  donated  many  hours  cleaning  and  repainting  this 
space  to  make  it  inviting  for  children.  The  "Friends"  also  helped  to  provide  the 
funds  for  15  new  bean  bag  chairs  for  the  comfort  of  our  young  listeners.  This 
basement  space  is  now  called  "The  Kids  Corner"  after  a  vote  from  our 
participants.  Thanks  you  to  all  who  helped  create  and  maintain  this  program. 

4.  The  play  area  and  swing  set  behind  the  library  is  now  in  its  permanent 
position  thanks  to  volunteers  from  the  library  and  town  employees  who  provided 
the  landscaping  and  installation  of  the  fence. 

5.  During  the  Gulf  War,  the  "Friends"  provided  yellow  ribbons  for  the  doors 
of  all  town  buildings  as  well  as  the  community  tree. 

6.  Our  fund  raiser  was  a  Memorial  Day  sale  of  books,  plants,  and  baked 
goods. 

This  year,  the  Friends  of  the  Library  began  a  membership  drive  in  the 
community  and  are  pleased  to  report  that  approximately  30  families  joined  as  new 
members.  The  annual  dues  of  $10.00  a  year  support  a  variety  of  programs 
although  joining  does  not  require  your  active  participation.  The  Friends  currently 
consist  of  8  very  dedicated  individuals  who  are  committed  to  the  goals  of  the 
library.  This  winter  we  hope  to  purchase  a  new  revolving  bookcase  for  the 
children's  section  with  funds  raised  by  the  Friends. 

7.  In  keeping  with  our  theme  of  community  spirit,  we  organized  the  first  4th 
of  July  parade  for  Newbury.  We  were  happily  surprised  with  the  many 
participants  from  town  who  helped  provide  such  a  jovial  parade.  It  was  a  delight 
for  all  of  us  and  we  hope  to  make  this  an  annual  event. 
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8.  During  July  and  August  we  provided  a  reading  program  called  "Camp 
Library"  for  children  of  all  ages.  Included  in  that  program  were  two  special  days: 
a  Camp  Library  Kick-off  party  in  July  and  a  Campfire  with  s'mores  and  a  special 
story  teller,  Timmie  Poh  in  August. 

9.  This  Fall  we  had  a  short  story  writing  contest  for  children  called  "The 
World  is  an  Open  Book."  All  participants  received  a  bookmark  and  certificate  and 
the  winners  received  a  new  book. 

10.  Finally,  the  Library  again  organized  the  Christmas  tree  lighting  at  the 
Center  Meetinghouse.  Many  residents  attended  this  annual  event  with 
refreshments  provided  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library. 

Other  matters  of  concern  for  the  Trustees  in  1992  are  arranging  for  the  library 
to  be  carpeted,  since  the  building  has  the  original  linoleum  from  1963.  The 
Selectmen  assure  us  that  this  will  be  accomplished  sometime  after  March.  The 
outside  of  the  building  needs  to  be  painted,  which  we  hope  will  be  considered  in 
the  next  few  years.  The  Trustees  are  also  considering  using  a  portion  of  our  book 
buying  budget  to  participate  in  a  book  rental  program  which  will  greatly  increase 
the  volume  and  turnover  of  the  new  books  on  our  shelves.  Your  input  as  to  what 
books  you  would  like  would  be  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  all  residents  and  town  employees  who 
donate  their  time  and  talent  to  the  support  of  our  library.  We  hope  to  see  all  of 
our  regular  patrons  in  1992  as  well  as  those  we  hope  to  "win  over"!

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HISTORICAL    SOCIETY 

Throughout  1991,  the  Newbury  Historical  Society  has  focused  its  activities 
and  continued  to  grow.  We  began  the  year  with  $667.30  and  steadily  added  to  our 
treasury  through  collecting  annual  dues,  postcard  sales,  and  private  contributions. 
With  the  help  of  town  funding,  we  purchased  two  much  needed  filing  cabinets  and 
folders.  After  paying  for  an  Honorary  Membership  plaque  and  our  other  yearly 
expenses,  the  treasury  balance  now  stands  at  $608.68. 

The  membership,  we  are  proud  to  report,  has  increased  from  69  to  83 
individuals.  At  our  annual  June  membership  meeting,  the  Society  welcomed  Meg 
Ames  and  Janet  Dolben  as  Life  Members,  and  bestowed  Honorary  Member  Status 
to  Martha  Blake  in  consideration  of  her  dedication  to  the  Society  and  her  lifetime 
service  of  many  town  interests.  Our  current  Directors  are:  Tracy  Messer 
(President  and  Acting  Secretary),  George  Birse  (Vice  President),  Alice  Lynn 
(Treasurer  and  Membership  Chair),  Meg  Ames,  Clifford  Ayer,  Martha  Blake, 
Janet  Dolben,  Harold  Messer,  and  Jane  Willis.  We  regret  the  loss  this  year  of  our 
friend  and  fellow  Director,  Christina  Brooks,  who  will  indeed  be  missed. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Society  has  received  many  valued  items  of 
historical  interest.  While  it  is  not  possible  here  to  list  each  donation,  we  wish  to 
again  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  all  contributors. 

The  Society  is  enthusiastically  pursing  several  ongoing  research  projects: 
organizing  historical  documents  and  cataloging  artifacts  at  Sherman  Hall, 
compiling  vital  statistics  and  cemetery  records,  indexing  census  returns,  and 
writing  articles  about  the  many  fascinating  untold  stories  from  Newbury's  past. 

Motivated  by  the  recent  demolition  of  the  Durgin  Boarding  House,  the 
Society  held  a  special  historic  preservation  meeting  this  fall  to  learn  what 
strategies  our  neighbors  are  using.  In  particular,  the  Society  is  eager  to  adopt  the 
"Cornerstones"  project  set  forth  by  the  Governor's  Commission  on  New 
Hampshire  in  the  21st  Century.  The  task  will  be  to  work  with  the  community  at 
large  to  identify  twenty-one  key  features  (be  they  landmarks,  scenic  properties,  or 
even  intangible  traditions)  which  represent  the  essence  of  Newbury.  The  purpose 
is  then  to  fully  study  each  cornerstone  to  ensure  they  do  not  remain  as  relics  of 
the  past,  but  become  vital  parts  of  our  future. 

The  Society's  continuing  challenge  is  to  develop  a  systematic  plan  for 
publishing  a  town  history.  To  accomplish  this,  we  encourage  all  members  to 
take  a  more  active  role  in  collecting  and  organizing  Newbury  history.  Our  annual 
membership  is  $2.00  per  person,  $25  per  business,  or  a  one-time  fee  of  $100  for 
life  membership.  Sherman  Hall,  our  South  Newbury  headquarters,  is  open  the 
last  Sunday  of  each  summer  month,  or  by  appointment.  Dues  or  inquiries  may 
be  either  mailed  to  the  Society  in  care  of  Post  Office  Box  176,  Newbury,  or 
relayed  through  any  of  our  Directors.

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SCHOOL   BOARD 

On  January  27th  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Kearsarge  Regional  School  District 
School  Board  and  the  Budget  Committee,  a  1992-1993  school  budget  of 
$11,805,622  was  agreed  upon  for  presentation  to  the  voters  at  the  March  district 
meeting.  This  is  the  second  year  the  district  has  operated  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Budget  Committee  to  develop  a  budget  In  both  years  a  mutually  agreed  upon 
figure  has  been  arrived  at  to  present  to  the  voters. 

This  budget  represents  an  increase  of  1.61%  over  last  year  or  $187,131.00. 
Included  in  the  budget  is  a  figure  of  $100,000  for  capital  improvements  to 
maintain  buildings  after  many  years  of  neglect.  All  salaries  have  been  level 
funded,  and  at  this  time  negotiations  with  teachers  are  at  an  impasse  and  are  about 
to  go  through  mediation.  Salary  increases  and  health  insurance  are  the  main 
negotiation  topics  to  be  resolved. 

Included  as  warrant  articles  are  proposals  to  add  to  the  Sutton  Elementary 
School  at  a  cost  of  $720,000,  and  an  additional  article  of  $70,000  for  its  yearly 
operation  and  staffing. 

As  always  it  is  vitally  important  that  you  attend  the  School  District  meeting 
in  March.

1991  priorities  suggested  by  results  of  the  Property  Owner  Questionnaire 
included: 

•  maintenance  of  peace  and  quiet,  small  town  atmosphere,  unpolluted 
natural  environment,  and  uncrowded  living  conditions. 

•  support  for  outdoor  recreation  opportunities,  cottage  industry/home 
occupations,  and  greater  protection  of  scenic  views,  wildlife  habitat, 
steep  slopes,  wetlands,  and  lakes. 

Some  accomplishments  evolved  through  outside  influences.  Citibank 
proposals  to  the  Planning  Board  for  use  of  the  Loft  property  led  to  eventual  town 
purchase  of  that  property  to  provide  outdoor  recreation  opportunities.  In  addition 
Audubon  cleared  trails  at  Stoney  Brook  Wildlife  Sanctuary,  working  through  the 
Planning  Board  to  keep  "in  harmony  with  the  community."  Business  persons 
sought  and  gained  Planning  Board  support  of  a  proposal  to  balance  the  harmony 
of  small  town  atmosphere  with  their  need  for  expansion  of  rights  to  temporary 
sign  use  for  advertising  to  tourists.  Federally  required  flood  hazard  regulations 
became  part  of  subdivision  regulations  for  greater  protection,  and  state  laws  led  us 
to  registration  and  documentation  of  existing  gravel  pits  and  their  impact  on  the 
environment. 

Other  accomplishments  required  long  hours  of  debate.  These  included  site  plan 
revision  (to  clarify  when  site  plan  review  is  or  isn't  needed,  to  use  zoning 
ordinance  definition  of  wetlands,  and  to  lessen  requirements  for  cottage  industry 
review)  and  zoning  regulation  proposals  (to  clarify  cottage  industry  rights  by 
adding  a  category  for  lesser  impact  home  occupations  and  to  protect  steep  slopes 
from  clear  cutting.) 

Some  improvements  remain  in  process.  These  include:  Blye  Hill  Landing 
resubdivision  to  deal  more  harmoniously  with  that  difficult  piece  of  land; 
Affordable  Housing  Committee  work  which  requires  much  more  input  and  a 
survey  of  residents;  and  steadily  improving  relationship  with  the  State  Park.  Not 
yet  resolved  are  whether  or  not  to  change  Residential/Business  district  boundaries 
and  how  to  include  the  fragility  and  significance  of  ALL  sites  in  Newbury  in  a 
balanced  approach  to  the  next  revision  of  Newbury's  Master  Plan. 

In  the  next  year  the  Board  plans  to  complete  revision  of  the  subdivision 
regulations;  toward  that  end  road  standards  such  as  classification,  surfacing,  grades, 
and  procedures  for  inspection  have  been  worked  on  with  the  Road  Agent.  We  also 
need  to  answer  questions  raised  by  known  watershed  facts.  For  example,  streams 
are  54%  of  water  source  for  Lake  Sunapee  but  32%  of  input  of  phosphorus,  and 
one  stream  alone  is  responsible  for  37%  of  that  stream  phosphorus.  We  don't 
know  why  some  streams  have  such  negative  impact  and  some  have  almost  none. 
We  plan  in  cooperation  with  other  watershed  towns,  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee 
Council,  and  Lake  Sunapee  Protective  Association,  to  research  and  produce  actual 
maps  of  watershed  variability  so  we  can  develop  the  most  realistic  lake  protection 
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possible.  We  also  expect  to  see  more  larger  tracts  of  land  proposed  for 
subdivision,  a  phenumenon  we  have  not  faced  much  during  the  recent  lean 
economic  times  but  one  we  anticipate  because  of  the  number  of  inquiries  we  are 
receiving  from  potential  developers. 

What  we  did  see  in  the  approval  process  this  year  was  variety  —  not  only  six 
subdivisons  but  also  one  boundary  line  adjustment,  one  reconfiguration  of  lot 
lines,  one  annexation,  one  site  plan  approval,  one  resubdivision,  and  one  joint 
hearing  with  the  ZBA.  For  his  nine  years  of  service  special  recognition  goes  to 
Frank  Mikutajcis,  who  retired  from  the  Planning  Board. 

In  closing,  the  Planning  Board  thanks  all  of  you  whose  support,  as  always, 
keeps  us  in  tune  with  where  you  want  us  to  aim  and  how  best  to  get  there.  We 
will  continue  to  seek  your  input  so  we  know  what  you  think  we  should  be  doing 
before  we  do  it.

In  addition  to  becoming  a  member  of  our  regional  planning  commission  in  1989, 
the  Town  of  Newbury  joined  our  "circuit  rider"  program  whereby  a  community 
obtains  the  services  of  a  professional  planner  on  a  regular  basis.  I  have  served  in 
that  capacity  for  the  Town  since  1989.  During  the  past  year  I  have  worked  with 
the  Newbury  Planning  Board  on  the  following  projects: 

*  prepared  a  draft  of  revised  Subdivision  Regulations  which  the  Planning 
Board  is  in  the  process  of  reviewing.  Sometime  in  the  upcoming 
months,  the  Planning  Board  will  conduct  public  hearings  on  amending 
the  Subdivision  Regulations  and  subsequently  will  adopt  them  in  some 
form.  The  intent  of  these  revisions  is  to  more  comprehensively  address 
items  such  as  road  design  specifications  and  sediment  and  erosion  control 
standards  for  new  developments. 

*  assisted  the  Planning  Board  sub-committee  on  Affordable  Housing.  This 
sub-committee  began  to  look  into  whether  or  not  the  existing  Newbury 
regulations  provide  adequate  opportunities  for  affordable  housing  or 
whether  amendments  are  needed  to  accomplish  this  goal.  This  sub- 
committee will  continue  its  work  into  1992  with  the  goal  of  reporting 
back  to  the  Planning  Board  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

*  assisted  the  Planning  Board  in  studying  whether  or  not  changes  should  be 
made  in  the  boundaries  of  the  existing  Residential/Business  District  by 
preparing  a  set  of  maps  for  their  use.  The  Planning  Board  will  continue 
this  evaluation  into  1992. 

*  assisted  the  Planning  Board  in  preparing  their  proposed  amendments  to 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  which  will  be  voted  on  at  the  upcoming  Town 
Meeting. 

I  look  forward  to  following  through  with  the  Planning  Board  on  these  and  other 
projects  in  1992  as  the  community  continues  to  work  on  upgrading  its  land  use 
planning  program.

ZONING   BOARD   OF   ADJUSTMENT 

After  the  implementation  of  our  new  Zoning  Ordinance  in  November  of  1990, 
this  year  was  the  first  full  year  in  which  we  had  the  opportunity  to  measure  its 
effect  on  our  yearly  case  load.  I  only  wish  the  regional  economy  was  better  so 
that  we  might  have  seen  a  more  normal  number  of  applications  for  zoning 
compliance  to  more  accurately  measure  the  ultimate  effect  on  the  number  of  cases 
requiring  a  hearing.  Despite  the  slumping  economy  the  ZBA  held  22  hearings  in 
1991.  This  was  almost  double  the  average  of  twelve  over  the  previous  two  years. 
The  following  is  a  recap  of  1991: 

We  granted  7  variances  (with  conditions) 

We  denied  6  variances 

We  decided  1  case  did  not  require  a  variance 

We  granted  5  special  exceptions  (with  conditions) 

We  decided  1  case  did  not  require  a  special  exception 

We  granted  1  Appeal  of  an  Administrative  Decision 

We  denied  1  Appeal  of  an  Administrative  Decision 

Due  to  the  complexity  of  four  of  our  hearings,  they  were  recessed  and  required 
more  than  one  night  to  be  decided. 

Two  of  our  cases  are  presently  in  litigation  and  are  being  handled  by  Bart  Mayer, 
the  Town  Attorney. 

I  would  like  to  personally  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their  sincere 
commitment  and  dedication  to  a  job  which  quite  often  this  year  had  us  all 
redefining  the  term  volunteer. 

May  we  extend  to  all  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Newbury  our  best  wishes  for  a 
Healthy  and  Prosperous  1992.

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CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

We  have  ended  another  year.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  are  down  from  42  in 
1990  to  33  in  1991.  Burglaries  are  up  from  6  in  1990  to  17  in  1991.  Domestic 
violence  and  restraining  orders  are  up  from  4  in  1990  to  21  in  1991.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  economic  hard  times  we  have  been  going  through. 

1212  motor  vehicle  stops  resulted  in  401  violations  issued,  compared  to  202 
in  1990. 

Due  to  an  out-of-state  informant  and  the  investigation  made  by  the  NPD  a 
motor  vehicle  stop  was  made  on  Route  103  in  South  Newbury  to  check  a  subject 
who  was  in  the  area  to  illegally  take  firearms  from  a  local  gun  shop.  This  action 
avoided  property  loss  and  possible  injury  to  a  local  businessman  and  kept  firearms 
out  of  the  hands  of  a  convicted  felon. 

We  have  updated  the  radios  in  the  cruisers  to  replace  15+  year  old  radios. 
This  will  enable  the  officers  to  be  in  contact  with  and  be  aware  of  what  is 
happening  in  the  area  towns.  Newbury  officers  are  on  patrol  alone.  We  rely  on 
the  surrounding  towns  to  assist  in  some  situations.  The  new  radios  will  allow  us 
to  work. more  efficiently  with  our  mutual  aid  agreements. 

In  1991  we  registered  the  first  bicycle  in  Newbury.  In  1992  we  hope  to 
continue  the  bicycle  registration  programs  and  hold  a  bicycle  safety  rodeo  for  the 
children  and  adults  of  the  town. 

This  year  Chief  James  Tinker  retired  after  12  years  as  Chief  in  the  town. 
Chief  Tinker  started  in  1979  with  a  force  of  part  time  officers  and  partial  coverage 
for  the  town.  He  increased  the  department  to  three  full  time  officers  and  three  part 
time  officers.  The  officers  worked  16  hours  and  were  on  call  8  hours  per  day 
covering  the  town  24  hours  per  day.  The  officers  of  the  Newbury  Police 
Department  and  the  community  thank  Chief  Tinker  for  his  12  years  of  dedicated 
service  in  the  Town  of  Newbury  and  for  a  job  well  done. 

The  goals  in  1992  are  to  set  up  the  department  on  a  computer  system  and  to 
continue  training  our  officers  in  designated  law  enforcement  areas  to  handle  the 
situations  we  will  be  seeing  in  the  1990's.

The  physical  measuring  of  every  public  and  private  road  has  been  completed. 
The  property  owner  and  street  number  has  been  recorded.  The  Selectmen  now 
have  to  address  the  roads  that  are  unnamed  or  have  multiple  names.  When  the 
Selectmen  complete  the  naming  of  the  above-mentioned  roads,  we  will  be  able  to 
issue  the  numbers  and  road  names  to  the  properties  in  Newbury. 

The  Fire  Department  has  purchased  a  computer  from  donations  and  fund 
raising.  The  numbering  system  will  be  entered  on  the  computer.  This  will  make 
it  easier  to  update  the  system  as  property  owners  change.  We  are  now  using  the 
computer  to  record  the  emergency  calls,  payroll  hours,  training  records  and 
volunteer  time  for  the  department. 

The  department  will  still  continue  to  report  calls  to  the  State  Fire  Marshal's 
office.  In  time  we  will  be  able  to  do  these  reports  through  the  computer.  These 
reports  are  valuable  to  the  State  of  NH.  They  enter  these  reports  into  a  Federal 
reporting  system;  in  turn  the  State  can  be  eligible  for  federal  funding  which  can 
assist  the  towns.

The  Town  of  Newbury  was  graciously  spared  from  any  natural  disasters  this  year 
while  other  portions  of  the  state  and  New  England  were  pounded  with  strong  winds 
and  heavy  rains.  The  beginning  of  winter  has  been  remarkably  snowless,  further 
reducing  the  expectations  of  spring  run-off  problems. 

I  am  currently  working  on  proposing  an  ordinance  for  the  Town  to  consider.  The 
purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  provide  for  the  control,  containment,  and  cleanup  of 
hazardous  materials  which  are  a  threat  to  the  health  and  safety  of  people,  animals, 
wildlife,  vegetation,  property,  and  the  environment;  and  to  require  the  users  of  any 
hazardous  materials  to  pay  for  all  services  provided  by  the  Town  in  relation  to  the 
control,  containment  or  cleanup  of  hazardous  materials. 

Additionally  I  will  be  asking  the  Selectmen  to  appropriate  funds  in  this  year's  (1992) 
budget  to  begin  compliance  of  the  Title  III,  the  Emergency  Planning  and  Community 
Right-to-Know  portion  of  the  Superfund  Amendments  and  Reauthorization  Act  of 
1986.  Why  do  we  need  to  do  this?  It  goes  like  this: 

In  the  fall  of  1986,  Congress  passed  the  Emergency  Planning  and 
Community  Right-To-Know  Act.  This  law,  Title  III  of  the  Superfund 
Amendments  and  Reauthorization  Act  (SARA),  directs  states,  communities 
and  industry  to  work  together  to  plan  for  chemical  accidents,  develop 
inventories  of  hazardous  substances,  track  toxic  chemical  releases,  and 
provide  public  access  to  information  on  hazardous  substances.  The  law, 
often  referred  to  as  SARA  Title  III  or  simply  Title  III,  is  the  culmination  of 
several  years  of  development  in  right-to-know. 

What  does  all  this  mean?  It  means  that  the  local  community,  —  citizens, 
government  and  emergency  response  personnel  ~  have  the  opportunity  and  the  right- 
to-know  what  hazards  exist  within  the  community  and  adequately  prepare  themselves 
for  such. 

I  will  be  working  closely  with  the  Selectmen  on  both  these  projects.

1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  as 
well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the  number  of  fires.  Our  three 
major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children  and  smoking  materials.  450 
wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned  approximately  150  acres  for  an  average  fire 
size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinguishing  these  fires. 
Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by  citizens,  our 
fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire 
departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  mat 
are  responsible  for  directing  suppression  action  on  wildland  fires,  working  with  other 
fire  department  members  under  the  direction  of  the  N.  H.  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make 
sure  that  all  fire  department  members  are  properly  trained  and  equipped  for 
suppressing  wildland  fires.  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive 
specialized  training  each  year,  presented  by  the  N.  H.  Forest  Fire  Service,  to  keep 
their  skill  level  and  knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible  for  issuing 
burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be  done  in  their  community.  In 
New  Hampshire,  any  open  burning,  except  when  the  ground  is  completely  covered 
with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  permit  prior  to  lighting  the  fire.  Before  doing  any 
open  burning,  it  is  recommended  that  you  contact  your  local  fire  department  to  see  if 
a  permit  is  required  and  to  save  your  community  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment 
on  a  false  alarm.  Any  person  violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  a  fire  permit  before 
kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if  they  tell  you  it  is  not  a  safe  day  to  burn  and  help 
keep  New  Hampshire  green!  Thank  you  for  being  fire  safe.

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HIGHWAY    REPORT 


DEPARTMENT   OF   PUBLIC   WORKS 

During  September  I  assumed  the  responsibilities  of  this  position  and  hence  will 
report  on  our  activities  from  that  point  through  the  end  of  the  calendar  year. 

Accomplishments: 

Gillingham  Drive  received  the  following  attention:  rocks  were  removed  from 
the  road  surface,  culverts  were  replaced,  and  cold-patching  was  done.  Cold- 
patching  was  also  done  on  the  Village  Road,  Bay  Point  Road,  and  Blodgetts  Road. 
The  sum  total  of  cold-patch  used  on  these  projects  was  200  yards.  Paving  was 
done  on  Post  Road;  3100'  of  surface  was  covered.  The  dirt  roads  of  the  town  also 
were  given  attention  with  ditching  work  done  to  them.  Morse  Lane  had  9/10  mile 
of  brush  cut  out  as  did  the  Davis  Cabins  Road.  Graveling  was  done  this  fall,  after 
several  years  of  not  being  able  to,  with  six  to  seven  thousand  dollars  being  spent. 

Problems   and   Concerns: 

After  being  with  the  highway  department  for  over  24  years  I  have  seen  many 
changes  one  of  which  is  the  expansion  of  the  job.  This  is  not  intended  to  be  a 
complaint  but  rather  a  point  of  information  to  the  citizens  to  illustrate  that  we  are 
a  diverse  department  and  not  a  department  whose  only  concern  is  roads.  We  are  a 
Department  of  Public  Works  who  are  responsible  for  mowing  the  lawns  of  the 
town  office,  library,  fire  station,  information  booth,  and  the  town  buildings  in 
South  Newbury.  We  are  responsible  for  replacing  planks  at  the  two  town  docks 
and  for  putting  out  the  bubblers.  We  paint  the  information  booth  and  install  and 
remove  the  storm  windows  and  screens  at  the  library. 

We  maintain  the  Transfer  Station  which  involves  cutting  brush,  putting  the 
metal  items  in  the  hopper,  removal  of  the  glass,  burning  the  brush  piles,  and  the 
pushing  over  of  the  leaves  and  debris.  At  the  Sewer  Department  we  have  mowed 
lawns,  we  work  on  the  filter  beds,  truck  in  sand,  and  put  in  new  manholes.  From 
Memorial  Day  through  Columbus  Day  we  remove  the  trash  at  the  two  town 
docks,  the  information  booth,  and  at  a  Blodgett  Landings  location. 

There  are  two  concerns  dealing  with  the  roads.  First,  many  of  our  roads  are 
becoming  rough  and  uneven  due  to  die  amount  of  commercial  and  private  trucking 
being  done  on  them.  Secondly,  although  we  have  no  control  over  it,  the  amount 
of  frost  we  have  experienced  during  the  last  several  winters  has  had  an  adverse 
effect  on  our  roads. 
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Hopes: 

So  that  we  do  not  lapse  into  a  situation  where  major  improvements  are 
mandated,  I  hope  the  future  sees  an  upgrade  of  our  roads,  the  continual  purchasing 
of  crushed  gravel  for  those  roads  that  require  it,  and  the  replacement  of  old  and 
deteriorating  drainage  pipes.  The  continuation  of  large  rock  removal  from  paved 
roads  and  the  preparation  of  surfaces  so  that  our  paving  projects  can  continue  are 

an  aspiration.  I  have  two  budgetary  hopes.  I  feel  we  need  to  establish  a  reserve 
fund  for  the  replacement  of  town  bridges  that  are  starting  to  show  evidence  of 
deterioration.  Additionally,  I  hope  in  March  of  1992  we  will  be  able  to  replace 
the  1968  Mack  truck,  plow,  and  sander  with  a  new  vehicle. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  taxpayers,  Selectmen,  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  crew  for  their  support.  Citizens  should  feel  free  to 
contact  our  department  with  any  problems  they  observe  on  their  street  so  we  can 
work  to  alleviate  the  situation.

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SEWER 

During  this  past  year  there  was  some  major  upgrading  of  the  system  done.  The 
Blodgett  pump  station  received  two  new  lift  pumps.  These  pumps  brought  the 
efficiency  of  the  pump  station  back  to  par  and  might  have  saved  some  expense  in 
electrical  consumption. 

Washington  Street  and  Front  Street  had  sections  of  collection  lines  dug  up  and 
replaced  along  with  the  manholes.  This  project  corrected  major  reverse  grades  in 
the  lines  promoting  proper  flow  and  reducing  ground  water  infiltration. 

There  are  some  problems  with  the  maintenance  of  the  sand  filter  beds  which  are 
being  addressed.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  fully  correct  these  during  1992. 

Residents  of  Blodgetts  and  Croft  Beach,  please  do  not  connect  those  sump 
pumps  to  the  sewer.  It  is  illegal  and  causes  problems  at  the  plant.

1991  was  much  worse  than  1990  in  terms  of  the  number  of  Newbury  residents 
who  lost  their  jobs  or  businesses  due  to  the  economy.  1991  had  more  Welfare 
activity  than  ever  before;  the  budget,  as  you  can  see,  went  out  of  sight.  I 
continue  to  have  new  families  ask  for  help  each  month.  People  are  having  their 
vehicles  and  business  equipment  repossessed,  have  exhausted  any  savings  they 
might  have,  have  exhausted  unemployment  benefits,  have  received  help  from 
family  members  and  have  come  to  the  Town  as  a  last  resort.  I  haven't  seen  any 
improvement  in  the  employment  or  economic  situation  yet. 

Despite  how  gloomy  the  economy  is,  I  do  have  some  good  news  to  report.  I 
was  very  moved  during  December  with  the  true  holiday  spirit  of  Newbury 
residents.  I  received  many  calls  from  Townspeople  stating  that  they  had  jobs  but 
wanted  to  help  other  Newbury  residents  who  didn't.  Many  of  these  folks  stated 
that  they  worked  out-of-town  and  wanted  to  help  families  in  our  Town.  I  know 
that  the  Post  Office,  Trading  Post  and  others  received  similar  calls  and  donations. 

I  need  to  publicly  thank  Pastor  Hemming  and  the  South  Newbury  Union 
Church  for  their  efforts  during  the  holiday  season  (and  throughout  the  year).  I 
delivered  five  Thanksgiving  and  ten  Christmas  food  baskets  that  were  put  together 
by  the  Church.  In  addition,  the  Church  received  donations  of  clothing  and  toys 
which  we  added  to  the  food  baskets  along  with  the  donations  of  toys  and  clothing 
I  received.  My  car  was  literally  packed  full  with  food,  clothes  and  toys  when  I 
made  my  Christmas  deliveries.  I  want  to  thank  the  Newbury  Police  Department 
for  their  help  with  the  Christmas  Eve  deliveries  —  I  found  more  bags  of  gifts  in 
my  garage  when  I  got  home  from  work  and  was  unable  to  make  those  last 
deliveries.  Most  important,  I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  made  a  donation  to 
help  make  a  neighbor's  holiday  brighter.  Your  efforts  were  really  appreciated. 

It  was  very  touching  to  have  this  outpouring  of  generosity  for  neighbors  in 
need;  it  really  exemplified  the  real  meaning  of  the  holidays.  The  recipients  of  the 
gifts  were  most  grateful  —  most  had  planned  on  a  very  slim  Christmas  for  their 
children  as  they  struggled  to  keep  food  on  the  table.  Several  people  burst  into 
tears  as  I  delivered  the  packages,  and  one  lady  summed  up  her  feelings  by  saying 
how  grateful  she  and  her  husband  were  and  how  she  never  thought  she'd  be  on  the 
receiving  end  of  such  community  support  ~  "You  always  see  this  kind  of  story  on 
television  but  it's  always  in  some  far  away  place;  I  never  thought  it  would  happen 
in  Newbury  or  to  me,  but  it  has."  Hard  times  really  are  here  in  Newbury! 

It  would  be  nice  to  think  we  won't  be  in  the  same  situation  in  1992,  but  if  we 
are,  I  will  plan  to  coordinate  a  better  organized  donation  system.

CONSERVATION    COMMISSION 

1991  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Conservation  Commission.  The  Wetlands 
Evaluation  Project  began  in  earnest  with  three  volunteers  and  several  Commission 
members  slogging  through  several  trainings  on  the  evaluation  method,  and 
visiting  for  evaluation  three  wetlands  in  our  first  year  of  the  project.  Additional 
volunteers  are  welcome. 

The  Commission  sent  a  representative  to  monthly  meetings  of  the  Sunapee, 
Kearsarge,  Ragged  Greenway  Coalition  to  protect  area  land. 

The  Commission  stepped  up  monitoring  of  Mt.  Sunapee  State  Park  sewage 
lagoons  and  requested  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  Groundwater  Protection  Bureau 
perform  groundwater  testing  to  determine  if  the  sewage  lagoons  at  the  state  park 
are  leaking.  Unfortunately,  the  state  refused. 

In  October,  Dean  Bensley  resigned  as  chair  of  the  Commission  after  several 
years  of  hard  work.  He  was  promptly  elected  Secretary,  while  Claire  Martin  and 
Phil  Blaisdell  were  elected  chair  and  vice-chair,  respectively.  The  Commission 
began  meeting  on  a  monthly  basis,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  the  town 
offices  at  7:30  p.m.  The  meetings  are  open  to  the  public. 

Several  applications  to  the  N.H.  Wetlands  Board  for  docks  and  dredge  and  fill 
were  reviewed.  The  majority  received  no  objection  from  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  seeks  additional  volunteers  to  help  with  the  wetlands 
evaluation  project.  Unfortunately,  our  limited  operating  budget  makes  some 
projects  a  challenge  to  undertake.  Commission  members  and  volunteers  have 
been  very  generous  in  covering  their  own  training  expenses. 

The  Commission  is  now  seeking  landowners  who  would  like  to  voluntarily 
protect  their  land  from  future  development  in  accordance  with  responses  on  the 
1990  survey.  The  Commission  is  assisting  the  Sunapee,  Kearsarge,  Ragged 
Greenway  Coalition  to  connect  Mt.  Sunapee  through  Newbury  to  the  Sutton 
town  line  with  a  greenway  of  protected  land  which  can  include  forest,  wetland  and 
agricultural  lands. 

Eventually  a  hiking  path  may  be  constructed  through  the  protected  lands,  so 
that  in  the  future  you  may  be  able  to  hike  from  one  mountain  to  the  next.  If  you 
wish  to  participate  or  need  additional  information,  contact  any  member  of  the 
Commission  or  call  763-2118  or  763-3082. 
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In  order  to  further  protect  lake  water  quality  and  responding  to  landowner 
direction  to  protect  steep  slopes,  the  Commission  urges  residents  to  vote  to 
amend  the  zoning  ordinance  to  restrict  clearcutting  of  the  forest  on  steep  slopes. 

Clearcutting  exposes  the  soil,  which  then  erodes  and  carries  soil  into  our  streams 
and  eventually  our  lakes. 

Some  goals  the  Commission  has  set  for  1992  include: 

-  Evaluating  an  additional  10  wetlands 

-  Investigating  the  addition  of  a  stream  conservation  overlay  district  to 
the  zoning  ordinance 

-  Further  study  on  the  regulation  of  old  non-State  approved  septic 
systems 

-  Studying  highway  runoff  as  a  source  of  stream  and  lake  water  pollution 

-  Establishing  a  conservation  section  in  the  town  library 

-  Developing  a  Town  trail  guide. 
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HAY   ESTATE 

The  Hay  Family  has  not  been  removed  from  their  inheritance  in  the  land;  rather, 
they  engaged  in  an  active  collaboration  with  nature.  The  historic  patterns  of  land 
use  and  the  lasting  integrity  of  the  native  landscape  illustrate  the  Hays'  tradition  of 
respect  for  the  land  and  its  life. 

The  Hay  Estate  is  currently  closed  to  the  public  pending  the  completion  of  the 
ongoing  federally-funded  construction  projects  which  will  stabilize  the  house  and 
provide  for  public  use  of  the  property.  This  past  summer,  the  exteriors  of  the 
main  house  and  the  gate  house  underwent  careful  renovations.  The  interior 
heating  and  electrical  systems  of  the  main  house  were  updated  in  the  fall,  and  this 
spring  we  expect  completion  of  the  plumbing  improvements  and  additional  work 
on  the  gate  house.  Springtime  will  see  finishing  touches  being  applied  to  the 
interior  of  the  main  house.  The  estate's  caretakers,  Al  Kathan  and  Chuck 
Chartier,  continue  to  care  for  the  property  which  is  now  scheduled  to  open  to  the 
public  in  the  summer  of  1992.  The  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire 
Forests  sponsored  programs  at  the  property  are  possible  through  a  memorandum 
of  understanding  issued  by  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service.  The  SPNHF  Hay 
Reservation  east  of  Route  103  A  is  currently  open  to  the  public  for  passive  (non- 
wheeled)  recreation  such  as  hiking,  skiing  and  hunting.  Hunting  is  prohibited  on 
the  National  Wildlife  Refuge. 

This  year,  a  second  memorandum  of  understanding  from  the  U.S.  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  will  grant  management  authority  for  3  buildings  on  62  acres  to 
the  N.H.  Division  of  Parks  and  Recreation.  The  Division  of  Parks  will  operate 
seasonal  interpretive  programs  on  that  portion  of  the  property,  while  the  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  will  manage  the  remaining  81  acre  portion  of  the  property  as  a 
migratory  bird  and  wildlife  refuge  with  self-guiding  nature  trails  open  to  the 
public.  John  Hay,  a  former  Dartmouth  College  professor,  renowned  author  and 
naturalist,  and  grandson  of  the  late  Secretary  of  State,  retains  use  of  the  lakeside 
cottage  on  20  acres  of  the  federal  property. 

Mr.  Hay  has  been  instrumental  in  helping  the  Forest  Society's  Friends  of  the 
John  Hay  Wildlife  Refuge  Committee  establish  a  program  of  conservation  and 
cultural  education  appropriate  to  the  legacy  of  the  site:  a  center  for  the  training  of 
New  Hampshire's  environmental  community.  A  working  library  of  natural 
history  and  an  annual  Naturalist-in-Residence  position  will  facilitate  public  and 
private  events  including  nature  walks  and  training  workshops  for  teachers, 
naturalists,  and  natural  resource  managers.  Events  at  the  site  will  take  advantage 
of  the  outstanding  value  of  the  adjacent  forest  and  lake  as  an  800  acre  outdoor 
classroom.  Programs  at  the  Hay  Refuge  will  continue  the  Hay  family  tradition  of 
stewardship  and  concern  for  our  natural  resources. 

Newbury  residents  are  justifiably  proud  of  their  town's  heritage.  I  would 
particularly  like  to  thank  the  town  and  all  of  its  residents  for  use  of  temporary 
office  space  within  the  town  hall.  If  you  would  like  further  information  on 
upcoming  events  at  the  John  Hay  Wildlife  Refuge,  you  may  contact  me  at  763- 
5958  or  write  P.O.  Box  325,  Newbury.

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REPORT   OF  THE  DIRECTORS 
BRADFORD-NEWBURY    YOUTH    SPORTS    COMMITTEE 

The  Bradford-Newbury  Youth  Sports  Committee  enjoyed  a  very  successful 
year  in  1991.  The  new  ballfield,  at  the  elementary  school,  was  completed  and 
then  dedicated  at  a  very  well  attended  "opening  day"  ceremony  on  June  1,  1991. 
All  the  local  talent  played  that  day  and  enjoyed  refreshments  from  the  Snack 
Shack.  Governor's  Councillor  Peter  Spaulding,  was  on  hand  to  throw  out  the 
ceremonial  first  pitches  for  both  the  baseball  and  softball  programs.  The  Snack 
Shack  at  the  school  field  was  graciously  donated  by  the  Stanley  Brown  family. 
(Many  of  you  may  recognize  it  from  the  former  Loch  Lyndon  Country  Club.) 

This  year's  Baseball/Softball  Programs  saw  124  children  (from  Bradford  53% 
at  66,  Newbury  32%  at  40,  and  Sutton  15%  at  18)  playing  on  nine  teams.  This 
was  an  increase  of  two  teams  over  previous  years.  Highlights  of  the  season 
included  the  Bradford  11  and  12  year  old  boys  winning  their  division  in  the 
Kearsarge  Mountain  League  as  well  as  the  9-10  year  old  girls  softball  team 
making  it  all  the  way  to  the  finals  in  their  division.  Great  job! 

In  July  the  Bradford-Newbury  Youth  Sports  Committee  hosted  the  New 
Hampshire  Babe  Ruth  Bambino  (9-10  year  olds)  divisional  Tournament  at  the  new 
school  field.  Teams  from  Nashua  (2),  Peterborough  and  Kearsarge  Mountain 
participated  in  this  double  elimination  tourney.  The  team  from  Nashua  North 
eventually  won  and  went  on  to  the  state  level  tournament. 

In  the  late  summer/fall  of  '91  the  outfield  fence  was  taken  down  to  make  way 
for  the  soccer  season.  This  year  for  the  first  time  Bradford-Newbury  was 
participating  in  the  Merrimack  Valley  Soccer  League  under  their  own  flag;  in 
years  past  we  had  always  been  teamed  with  Warner.  The  Bradford-Newbury  entries 
consisted  of  five  teams.  We  fielded  a  co-ed  5th  and  6th  grade  team,  two  3rd  and 
4th  grade  teams  and  two  1st  and  2nd  grade  teams.  With  72  children  playing,  the 
per  town  breakdown  was  Bradford:  40  (55%),  Newbury  25  (35%)  and  Sutton  7 
(10%). 

In  closing  we  would  like  to  say  a  public  "Thank  you"  to  one  of  our  Directors 
who  had  to  resign  this  year  when  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Manchester.  Ken 
Brown  was  a  guiding  force  on  the  committee.  Ken  was  always  looking  out  for 
the  kids  and  their  recreational  activities,  and  he  was  never  shy  about  speaking  on 
their  behalf.  All  of  us  in  the  Youth  Sports  Program  miss  him.  Thank  you,  Ken. 

Finally,  the  Committee  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  managers,  coaches, 
assistants,  parents  and  players,  for  their  patience,  understanding,  and  support. 
Thanks  also  go  out  to  the  volunteers  who  umpire,  referee,  keep  score,  and  mind 
the  Snack  Shack.  All  of  you  are  appreciated  and  few  are  ever  told.  Thank  you  for 
everything.

ARTICLE  1.  'To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  1  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion.  All  in  favor. 
Article  1  was  adopted  as  read. 

The  polls  were  opened. 

ARTICLE   2.    'To  see  if  the  Town  will  recess  the  business  meeting  until 
Wednesday,  March  13,  1991  at  7:00  p.m.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  2  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion.  All  in  favor. 
Article  II  was  adopted  as  read.

Moderator  Iacopino  announced  any  Town  Officials  elected  to  office  March  12, 
1991  should  come  forward  after  the  business  meeting  to  be  sworn  in  by  the 
Moderator. 

Moderator-Iacopino  reserved  a  moment  of  silence  for  the  men  and  women  killed  as 
a  result  of  the  Persian  Gulf  Crisis. 

A  round  of  applause  was  given  in  honor  of  those  still  fighting  for  the  cause. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$260,000.00  to  purchase  the  land  and  buildings  known  as  the  Durgin  property 
(now  the  Loft  Gift  Shop)  from  City  Bank  and  Trust  of  Claremont  and  complete 
Phase  I  which  includes  demolition  and  site  preparation  for  recreational  purposes 
and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $260,000.00  of  Bonds  or  Notes  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33) 
and  to  authorize  the  Town  Officials  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  Bonds  or  Notes 
and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon.'  (requires  a  2/3  ballot  vote  of 
approval  by  voters  present )  Motion  to  adopt  Article  3  was  made  and  seconded. 
Discussion  followed. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  the  Selectmen  have  been  looking  for  property 
to  be  used  primarily  as  summer  recreation  for  Town  residents.  After  negotiating 
on  several  parcels  they  have  come  across  a  parcel  known  as  the  Loft  Gift  Shop, 
owned  by  City  Bank.  City  Bank  has  gained  ownership  due  to  foreclosure  action. 
This  property  is  next  to  the  public  dock  already  owned  by  the  Town  of  Newbury. 
After  researching  the  property  and  several  months  of  discussion  with  City  Bank,  a 
price  of  $169,900  for  the  property  was  mutually  satisfactory.  City  Bank  has 
signed  a  purchase  and  sales  agreement  with  the  Town  of  Newbury  for  the 
property.   If  the  purchase  is  approved  tonight,  the  closing  will  be  May  1,  1991. 
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The  Selectmen  have  started  the  process  of  researching  what  it  will  cost  to  bring 
the  property  to  productive  use  for  the  Town.  As  a  part  of  that  process,  the 
Selectmen  hired  Peter  Schiess  from  Landforms  in  Webster,  N.H.  Mr.  Schiess  has 
a  lot  of  history  and  association  with  the  Town  of  Newbury,  and  he  has  worked  for 
the  Town  of  Newbury  in  the  past.  Landforms  is  a  company  with  services  of 
landscaping,  architecture,  and  planning. 

Mr.  Schiess  presented  conceptual  plans  as  slides  of  three  potential  phases  that 
might  be  involved  in  development  if  this  proposal  is  approved. 

Moderator  Iacopino  informed  the  public  that  there  was  a  public  hearing  on 
February  25,  1991.  concerning  this  purchase.  This  hearing  satisfied  the  law 
requiring  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  within  60  days  of  Town  Meeting. 

Mr.  Schiess  stressed  that  these  are  conceptual  plans  and  emphasized  that  the 
purchase  does  not  depend  on  any  of  the  phases  presented. 

Discussion  continued. 

Paul  Hague  expressed  his  support  of  the  purchase.  The  property  is  presently 
an  eyesore  and  is  disadvantaged  by  its  septic  system. 

Bob  Schneider  commented  that  on  the  back  side  of  the  building  there  is  about 
a  40'  width.  $169,900  is  a  lot  of  money  for  a  little  piece  of  land.  It  is  a  bad 
location  in  relation  to  Route  103.  It  is  undesirable  to  have  people  walking  along 
Route  103  due  to  lack  of  onsite  parking.  The  water  level  is  very  high,  and  the 
septic  is  inadequate.  I  think  we  should  go  to  another  body  of  water  for  beach 
access.  This  is  a  chance  of  a  lifetime  for  City  Bank,  not  the  Town  of  Newbury. 

Alice  Lynn  commented  that  for  the  last  40  years  the  Town  has  been  interested 
in  public  access  to  Lake  Sunapee.  We  should  jump  at  the  chance  to  get  this. 

James  Tinker  spoke  in  favor  of  the  purchase.  It  would  be  fantastic  to  have  a 
park  there. 

Albert  Bachelder  asked  what  will  the  impact  on  the  tax  rate  be. 

Selectman  Wolf  said  the  Town  will  be  losing  approximately  $3,700  a  year  in 
property  taxes.  For  a  bond  issue  of  5  years,  the  increase  would  be  .67/1,000,  over 
7  years  the  increase  would  be  .57/1,000  for  the  purchase  and  Phase  I.  It  would  be 
$1.00/1,000  for  all  three  phases  on  a  7  year  bond. 

Phase  I:  Purchase  for  $  169,900  plus  Phase  I  construction  for  $90,000 

Phase  II:         Approximately  $9 1 ,000 

Phase  HI:        Approximately  $32,000 

Bill  Dolben  spoke  in  favor  of  the  purchase.  The  Town  should  take  advantage 
of  this  hardship  for  City  Bank. 

Liz  Griggs  commented  that  the  State  may  cut  back  on  municipal  funds  which 
would  force  Towns  to  increase  property  taxes.  Who  is  going  to  maintain  the 
property?  The  expenses  and  problems  may  potentially  be  compounded  by  the 
State's  influence.  We  may  not  be  able  to  afford  it. 

Jim  Therrien  commented  that  the  Loft  is  an  ugly  area  that  could  be  turned  into 
a  proud  area  for  the  Town  of  Newbury. 

Marjorie  LeClair  asked  if  this  is  just  for  the  people  of  Newbury;  and  if  so, 
how  can  it  be  controlled? 
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Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  they  are  presently  trying  to  resolve  this  issue. 
This  is  a  very  obvious  and  easily  accessible  area.  We  should  not  deny  ourselves 
the  ability  to  use  the  property  because  somebody  else  may  use  it  too. 

Linda  McLaughlin  commented  that  she  would  like  to  see  boat  ramp  facilities 
available  to  the  public.  She  asked  what  if  the  property  is  purchased  and  the 
renovations  are  not  approved  by  the  Wetlands  Board. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  in  preliminary  discussion  with  the  Wetlands 
Board  the  only  area  which  would  be  at  all  controversial  is  the  beach  area.  They 
would  like  to  see  the  docks  repaired.  The  beach  will  require  fine  engineering. 

Howard  Bergeron  asked  what  the  septic  plans  are  for  the  new  facility. 

Peter  Schiess  explained  that  the  sepuc  has  been  reworked  in  the  past.  It  is  a 
seasonal  use  being  proposed.  It  could  be  chambered  or  the  toilets  could  be 
chemical  toilets,  there  are  other  options.  But  at  least  it  would  be  indoors  instead 
of  in  the  parking  lot  the  way  it  is  now. 

Jeff  Overton  expressed  concern  for  residents  being  able  to  get  to  the  beach  on 
a  hot  day,  through  the  potentially  numerous  non  residents. 

Mr.  Schiess  commented  that  the  existing  dock  often  gets  packed  on  a  hot  day. 
No  matter  how  big  the  facility,  there  is  a  potential  for  it  to  get  crowded.  With 
this  concept,  the  swimming  area  is  tripled  and  the  land  area  is  more  than  doubled. 

Dean  Bensley,  Conservation  Commission  Chair,  commented  that  the 
likelihood  of  the  Wetland  approval  is  excellent.  This  is  an  important  change  in 
Town  asset  value,  it  fulfills  a  major  need  of  the  Town  in  terms  of  recreation.  It 
may  not  be  ideal,  but  it  is  a  huge  step  forward.  In  terms  of  value,  the  lake  front 
price  is  excellent,  and  the  value  of  the  boat  slips  alone  without  any  improvements 
would  pay  for  the  whole  project 

Walter  Beers  commented  if  he  cannot  get  on  the  beach  on  a  hot  summer  day, 
he  will  be  glad  for  those  who  did. 

Selectman  Albro  emphasized  the  Town  has  been  trying  to  gain  Lake  access. 
There  are  two  parties  waiting  to  purchase  the  property  if  we  do  not  because  of  the 
value  of  the  docks  alone. 

Tammy  Csutor  asked  what  will  the  cost  to  the  tax  payer  be  for  maintenance. 

Selectman  Wolf  said  there  will  be  very  little  maintenance  and  additional  cost 
for  the  dock.  We  do  not  know  if  there  will  be  a  maintenance  committee  or 
person.  In  talking  with  the  Town  of  Sunapee,  their  town  crew  goes  through 
every  other  day  and  straightens  things  up.  It  will  be  a  leam-as-we-go  experience. 

Frank  Mikutajcis  commented  he  was  in  favor  of  the  purchase  and  wants  to  go 
on  record  as  supporting  the  project 

Bill  Syvertsen,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  Chair,  informed  the  public  that 
this  proposal  was  unanimously  supported  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 
One  concern  he  has  was  for  the  water  quality  in  that  area.  In  check  with  the 
Wetlands  Board  and  the  Lake  Sunapee  Protective  Association,  he  learned  the  water 
quality  is  fine. 

Discussion  ended.  Voters  took  a  break  to  obtain  their  voting  ballots  at  7:55 
p.m. 
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ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $800,180.00  for  General  Operations.* 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  4  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Ken  Martin  asked  if  item  4  -  Cemetery  figure  of  $5,800.00  is  going  to  be  a 
bid  item  or  is  it  part  of  the  highway  budget. 

Selectman  Ayer  said  it  will  go  out  for  bid.  If  it  is  not  feasible,  then  the 
Town  will  maintain  it. 

Ken  Martin  asked  why  item  17  -  Garbage  removal  of  $80,000.00  is  up. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  last  year  the  Town  only  spent  $67,000.00  if 
its  $80,000.00  appropriated.  This  year  there  will  be  work  done  at  the  transfer 
station  that  will  require  an  increase  in  funds. 

Carl  Christiansen  asked  why  item  2  -  Town  Officers  Expenses  is  $67,000.00. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  the  bulk  of  the  Town  Officers  Expenses  are 
hired  Town  Employees  ie.,  Carole  Hockmeyer,  Administrative  Assistant  and  Sue 
Webster,  Receptionist.  The  rest  is  in  telephone,  computer  expenses,  copying, 
etc. 

Jim  Therrien  referred  to  page  11  in  the  Selectmen's  Comments.  There  will  be 
no  pay  increase  for  Town  employees.  We  have  done  a  good  job  in  keeping  the 
tax  rate  under  control.  The  Town  employees  pay  raise  would  be  less  than 
.10/1,000.  I  think  we  should  give  the  Town  employees  a  well  deserved  raise. 

Cynthia  Nelson.commented  that  her  pay  has  not  increased  in  two  years.  Not 
everyone  has  been  getting  raises  in  recent  years. 

Nancy  Marashio  commented  that  she  is  not  getting  a  pay  raise  this  year 
either,  but  felt  that  is  no  reason  not  to  give  the  Town  Employees  a  pay  raise  they 
deserve. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor  of  Article  4.  Article  4  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  5  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion. 
All  in  favor.  Article  5  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the 
1990  Town  Meeting  as  printed,  and  to  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers, 
Agents  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  related  thereto.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  6  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  6  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $87,500.00  for  the  following  Capital  Reserve  Funds: 

Fire  Department  20,000.00 

Highway  Department  1 7,500.00 

Police  Department  1 0,000.00 

Revaluation  of  Town  40,000.00 
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Motion  to  adopt  Article  7  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Ken  Martin  commented  the  Town  should  be  able  to  vote  on  each  individual 
amount  per  department  instead  of  having  them  lumped  together. 

Selectmen  Ayer  commented  that  the  State  recommended  this  Article  to  be 
submitted  as  such.  It  can  be  rectified  if  need  be. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor.    Article  7  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  8.    'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $7,300.00  for  the  following  Maintenance  Expendable  Town  Trust  Funds: 
Docks  1,500.00 

Town  Buildings  5,000.00 

Cemetery  Monuments  800.00 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  8  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Lorraine  Iacopino  asked  for  an  explanation  on  the  $800.00  cemetery  figure. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  it  is  for  repair  of  old  stones,  and  the  Cemetery 
Commission  needed  more  to  cover  their  expenses. 

No  further  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  8  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  9.  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $75,000.00  for  repairs  and  renovations  to  the  Blodgett  Area  Sewer  per 
Dufresne-Henry  report  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $75,000.00

ARTICLE  10.  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  lease/purchase  agreement  to  acquire  to  Town  of 
Newbury  Landfill  currently  located  on  property  owned  by  Harold  J.  Folsom, 
located  on  Old  Post  Road,  and  identified  in  the  Town  of  Newbury  tax  records  as  a 
portion  of  Map  5-090-630.  Further  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,200.00 
to  fund  the  first  years'  payment  under  the  agreement  to  be  negotiated  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  10  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Bob  Messenger  asked  what  were  the  results  of  the  test  from  last  year's  soil 
tests,  and  what  is  the  price  of  potential  repair. 

Selectman  Albro  said  the  test  results  were  fine.  The  reason  the  Town  would 
be  leasing  the  property  is  so  if  there  is  any  necessary  costly  repairs,  the  Town 
will  not  be  liable.  We  presently  lease  it  for  $3,000.00.  If  we  add  $2,200.00  a 
year  to  that  lease,  then  in  10  years,  the  Town  will  own  the  land  for  $1.00  if  we 
choose  to  purchase  it  from  Mr.  Folsom. 
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No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor.   Article  10  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $70,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  dump  truck  and  associated  equipment  and 
authorize  that  amount  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Highway  Department  Equipment 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  1 1  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Les  Tinkham,  Road  Agent,  explained  that  the  truck  that  may  be  replaced  is  23 
years  old  now.  If  it  has  the  need  for  repair,  it  could  very  likely  run  into  a  lot  of 
money.  It  may  be  more  feasible  to  buy  a  new  truck. 

Selectman  Wolf  added  it  may  be  more  prudent  to  buy  rather  than  repair,  that  is 
when  this  article  comes  into  play. 

Linda  Messenger  asked  what  would  happen  if  the  money  is  drawn  out  and  then 
not  needed. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  said  it  would  stay  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

No  further  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  1 1  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  12.  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $20,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  replacement  police  cruiser  and  for  the 
change  over  of  equipment  from  one  car  to  the  other  and  authorize  the  amount  of 
$20,000.00  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Police  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  12  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Ken  Martin  asked  if  the  money  will  be  withdrawn  if  it  can  withstand  another 
year. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  said  if  the  money  is  not  used,  it  will  go  back  to  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

No  further  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  12  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  13.  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,500.00  to  hire  a  deputy  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector  for  one  day  each 
week.  Motion  to  adopt  Article  13  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Sue  Webster  asked  if  we  are  going  to  have  a  person  in  the  office  another  day 
and  is  this  person  going  to  get  paid  $12.00  an  hour. 

Linda  Champy  explained  that  this  deputy  would  be  in  the  office  one  day  a 
week,  which  would  only  be  4  hours  a  day.  The  pay  would  be  determined  by  the 
Selectmen.  The  deputy  would  be  able  to  relieve  some  of  the  work  load  and  cover 
the  office  at  times  when  the  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  is  unable  to  be  in  the 
office  during  office  hours. 

Sue  Webster  asked  if  the  office  hours  could  be  increased  to  relieve  work  load 
pressure. 

Linda  Champy  explained  that  there  are  weeks  during  the  year,  especially  when 
taxes  are  coming  in,  that  she  puts  in  59-60  hours  a  week.   This  includes  office 
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hours,  working  at  home  and  in  the  office  evenings  and  weekends.  A  couple  of 
extra  office  hours  during  those  weeks  would  not  have  an  effect. 

Liz  Griggs  asked  if  the  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  is  an  elected  official, 
why  isn't  that  person  under  officers  expenses. 

Moderator  Iacopino  explained  that  the  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  seek 
authorization  to  hire  a  deputy  initially. 

Linda  Messenger  commented  that  she  can  attest  to  the  number  of  hours 
involved  in  this  job  and  how  upset  people  get  when  the  office  is  closed 
unexpectedly.  She  explained  that  when  she  held  the  office  of  Town  Clerk  and  Tax 
Collector,  her  deputy  was  reluctant  to  cover  the  office  because  she  was  not 
comfortable  with  the  work  on  a  regular  basis.  When  people  questioned  her 
deputy's  work,  it  was  difficult  for  her  deputy  to  explain  because  she  was  often 
unsure  herself  due  to  lack  of  experience  in  the  office. 

Dean  Bensley  commented  that  when  the  town  budget  is  so  tight  that  it  cannot 
give  the  Town  employees  raises,  it  is  not  the  right  time  to  add  a  position  merely 
for  convenience.  We  can  temporarily  put  up  with  inconvenience  until  things  are 
less  tight. 

Linda  Messenger  asked  if  it  is  State  Law  to  have  a  deputy. 

Linda  Champy  said  yes  and  explained  that  she  has  been  consistently  urged  by 
the  State  to  get  a  deputy.  Under  the  present  circumstances,  it  has  been  difficult  to 
find  someone  to  take  on  the  responsibilities.  To  address  Mr.  Bensley's  comment, 
Linda  Champy  explained  that  revenue  brought  in  through  vehicle  decal  fees  last 
year  amounted  to  over  $2,200.00.  This  just  about  covers  the  cost  of  the  deputy. 

Moderator  Iacopino  announced  the  polls  for  Article  3  closed  at  9:02  p.m. 

James  Tinker  urged  the  Townspeople  to  support  Article  13,  observing  the 
number  of  volunteer  hours  put  in  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector. 

Eleanor  Plunkett,  attested  to  the  number  of  hours  worked  each  week,  which 
cuts  her  hourly  salary  in  half. 

Bob  Messenger  commented  the  Town  seemed  to  be  moving  in  a  positive 
manner  until  now.  The  Town  should  understand  the  need  for  a  deputy,  and  he 
urged  voters  to  support  the  Article. 

Carl  Christiansen  asked  if  this  deputy  could  be  achieved  by  having  the 
Administrative  Assistant  fill  in  when  necessary. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor.  Article  13  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  14.  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,500.00  and  authorize  its  expenditure  by  the  Bradford/Newbury  Youth  Sports 
Organization;  said  expenditure  to  assist  in  defraying  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
Bradford  Elementary  School  Soccer  and  Baseball  Field  and  the  Brown/Shattuck 
Athletic  Field.  Said  funds  will  also  be  utilized  to  defray  the  cost  of  liability 
insurance,  baseball  and  soccer  equipment  and  uniforms.'   (by  petition) 
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Motion  to  adopt  Article  14  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion. 
All  in  favor.  Article  14  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Solid  Waste 
Management  Ordinance  for  the  Town  of  Newbury  as  posted  with  the  Town 
Warrant  Said  Ordinance  was  passed  at  a  Public  Hearing  on  June  25, 1990.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  15  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  15  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  the  acts  of  the 
Selectmen  in  establishing  a  street  naming  and  numbering  system  for  the  Town  of 
Newbury.  Said  Ordinance  was  passed  at  a  Public  Hearing  on  June  25, 1990. 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  16  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Nancy  Marashio  commended  the  Fire  Department  volunteers  in  their  efforts  of 
street  numbering. 

No  further  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  16  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Highway  Safety  Committee  to  eliminate  some  street  lights  which  were  voted 
to  be  installed  in  prior  years.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  17  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Jim  Therrien  asked  which  of  the  street  lights  would  be  eliminated. 

Selectman  Albro  said  it  is  undetermined  at  this  point.  There  are  141  street 
lights  in  Newbury.  Forty-one  lights  could  be  safely  shut  off.  The  Town  would 
save  $4,797.00  a  year  on  those  41  lights.  Individual  poles  differ  in  cost  per 
month.  Some  could  be  turned  off  seasonally.  They  could  be  shut  off,  and  if 
continuously  not  used,  they  could  be  removed. 

No  further  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  17  was  adopted  as  read. 

Moderator  Iacopino  announced  the  results  of  Article  3. 

There  were  184  votes  cast.  Therefore  this  Article  would  need  123  yes  votes  to 
pass  in  order  to  satisfy  the  2/3  requirement. 

There  were  138  yes  votes  and  46  no  votes.  Article  3  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
abandon  the  portion  of  the  Eben  Eaton  Road,  in  Newbury  from  the  Bradford  town 
line  to  the  home  of  William  Cyr.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  18  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Linda  Messenger  asked  what  this  road  is  being  used  for  now. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  that  this  is  the  South  West  corner  of  Town.  You 
have  to  go  through  Bradford  in  order  to  get  there.  It  is  360'  of  road  going  to  Mr. 
Cyr's  residence.  This  will  allow  the  property  to  go  back  to  the  original  owner  to 
use.  The  Town  will  no  longer  have  any  responsibility  or  obligations  to  it. 
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No  further  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  18  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  19.  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
convey  by  Quitclaim  Deed  any  interest  the  Town  may  have  in  a  parcel  of  land  that 
lies  between  the  existing  right  of  way  of  Highway  103  and  the  property  owned  by 
William  Gall,  said  land  being  the  old  road  bed  of  NH  103  to  the  abutting  property 
owner.  Said  land  having  been  conveyed  to  the  Town  by  the  Highway 
Department,  State  of  New  Hampshire.  William  Gall  to  absorb  all  legal  fees.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  19  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Dean  Bensley  requested  more  information  regarding  the  location  and  status  of 
the  land. 

Selectman  Ayer  explained  that  the  land  is  near  the  Bradford/Newbury  Town 
line  along  Route  103.  It  is  300'  long,  wider  in  the  center,  and  it  originally  went 
with  Mr.  Gall's  property.  It  was  given  to  the  Town  after  the  State  built  the  new 
Route  103. 

James  Tinker  suggested  that  the  Town  should  sell  the  property  to  Mr.  Gall. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  Mr.  Gall  will  be  paying  for  all  the  legal  fees, 
and  he  will  also  be  paying  property  taxes  on  it  in  the  future.  The  Town  received 
no  property  tax  revenue  on  this  land  while  it  was  under  Town  ownership.  This 
will  be  subject  to  property  taxes  if  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Gall. 

Mr.  Bensley  asked  what  is  the  process  for  the  Selectmen  to  give  up  property. 
He  felt  it  should  be  reviewed  by  the  Town  Land  Use  Boards  and  agreed  upon. 

Elizabeth  Griggs  asked  how  the  Town  acquired  this  land  in  the  first  place. 

Moderator  Iacopino  explained  that  when  the  State  moved  the  highway,  this 
chunk  was  the  space  between  the  Old  Highway  and  the  New  Highway.  In  some 
cases  the  State  gave  the  land  to  the  abutting  property  owners.  In  this  case  the 
State  gave  it  to  the  Town. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor.  Article  19  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Shaw  Road  from 
Cheney  Road  to  the  Epstein  property,  so  called.  Beginning  at  the  intersection 
with  Cheney  Road,  so  called,  and  running  northwesterly  to  property  of  Epstein, 
and  as  shown  on  a  plan  recorded  in  Merrimack  County  Registry  of  Deeds  as  Plan 
No.  11858.  Said  vote  to  become  effective  upon  the  receipt  of  a  quitclaim  deed 
from  all  property  owners  over  which  the  Shaw  Road,  so  called,  shall  pass. 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  20  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Linda  Messenger  asked  for  more  information  on  the  road. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  the  Selectmen  have  been  trying  to  weed  out  the 
roads  not  accepted  by  the  Town.  In  1972  the  Selectmen  assured  property  owners 
it  was  a  Town  Road,  so  the  owners  built  homes  on  the  road.  The  road  has  been 
brought  up  to  Town  specs.  It  has  always  been  maintained  by  the  Town. 
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Les  Tinkham  added  that  the  road  is  3/10  of  a  mile  long. 

No  further  discussion. 

All  in  favor.  Article  20  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  1457  feet  of  Red 
House  Road  and  60  feet  of  Cul-de-sac  at  Gunnerson  Ridge  Subdivision  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Road  Agent  and  Board  of  Selectmen.'  (by  Petition) 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  21  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Ken  Martin  asked  if  the  road  has  been  brought  up  to  Town  specs. 

Les  Tinkham,  Road  Agent,  said  no. 

Alan  Ritchie,  resident  on  Red  House  Road,  explained  in  the  winter  of  89-90 
the  road  was  in  poor  shape.  Dass  Development  fixed  it.  It  is  now  in  better  shape 
than  some  of  the  other  town  roads.  There  are  three  families  living  up  on  that  road 
with  no  children.  They  are  bringing  in  good  tax  revenue. 

Dick  Wright  asked  if  there  are  any  houses  currently  further  down  to  the  end  of 
the  road. 

Alan  Ritchie  explained  there  is  a  house  1/4  of  the  way  down  and  house  1/2  of 
the  way  down.  The  other  house  is  on  the  corner  of  Red  House  Road  and  Province 
Road. 

Les  Tinkham  added  the  road  is  in  good  shape  except  for  a  culvert  that  needs 
work. 

Bob  Messenger  commented  that  he  is  in  favor  of  approving  the  Article.  The 
bottom  line  is  that  the  road  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Road  Agent  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  before  becoming  a  Town  Road. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor.  Article  21  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  22.   'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  tax  deeded  property  by  sealed  bid  or  public  auction.' 
Motion  to  adopt  Article  22  was  made  and  seconded. 
Del  Harris  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  22  to  read: 

'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  tax  deeded  property  by  public  auction  advertised  in 
the  Argus  Champion  and  posted  on  three  public  buildings  in 
Town  ten  or  more  days  prior  to  the  sale.' 
Discussion  on  Article  22  as  amended. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  this  Article  was  written  per  State  Statute. 
Del  Harris  commented  that  he  would  like  to  see  it  in  the  minutes  in  writing 
that  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  before  the  disposal  of  any  tax  deeded  property. 

Beverly  Wolf  asked  if  this  would  mean  that  it  would  be  advertised  in  only  the 
Argus  Champion. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  the  Argus  Champion  is  the  paper  the  Town 
uses  to  legally  advertise  all  notices. 

Jim  Therrien  asked  if  this  amendment  meant  a  public  auction  or  a  sealed  bid. 
Del  Harris  clarified  it  to  mean  a  public  auction. 
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Selectman  Wolf  commented  that  if  the  Town  goes  by  sealed  bid,  there  is  a 
chance  the  Town  may  get  more  money. 

Dean  Bensley  commented  that  this  process  does  not  have  adequate  control. 
Some  pieces  of  property  should  be  kept.  All  pieces  should  be  subject  to  a  public 
hearing. 

Moderator  Iacopino  explained  that  the  State  controls  this  procedure. 

Mr.  Harris  withdrew  his  motion.  Mr.  Bensley  withdrew  his  second  to  Mr. 
Harris's  motion. 

Dean  Bensley  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  22  to  read: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  after 
duly  noticed  public  hearing  to  dispose  of  tax  deeded  property 
by  sealed  bid  or  public  auction.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  22  as  amended  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion 
followed. 

James  Tinker  commented  the  Town  should  not  try  to  change  laws.  If  it  does 
not  work,  then  we  can  research  the  problem  and  change  it  next  year. 

Selectman  Wolf  commented  for  the  record,  the  Selectmen  will  hold  a  public 
hearing  before  anything  is  disposed  of. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  against.  Motion  to  amend  Article  22  did  not  pass. 

Discussion  on  Article  22  as  read  continued. 

Alice  Lynn  commented  that  when  a  property  is  up  for  sale,  the  taxpayers 
should  know  who  bought  it. 

Selectmen  assured  the  Townspeople  they  will  have  a  public  hearing  regarding 
the  tax  deeded  property. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor.  Article  22  was  adopted  as  read. 

ARTICLE  23.  'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  receive  and  expend  federal  and  state  grants  which  may 
become  available  during  the  course  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-b 
and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  with  any  other  governmental  unit  or  private 
source  to  be  used  for  purposes  for  which  the  town  may  legally  appropriate  money. 
(Majority  vote  required)' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  23  was  made  and  seconded.  No  discussion. 

All  in  favor.    Article  23  was  adopted  as  read.. 

Richard  Martin  encouraged  attendance  at  the  School  Meeting  on  March  23, 
1991  at  1:00  p.m. 
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ARTICLE  24  'To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.' 

Motion  to  adopt  Article  24  was  made  and  seconded.  Discussion  followed. 

Jim  Therrien  asked  if  the  tax  maps  are  complete  and  ready  to  use. 

Selectman  Albro  said  the  tax  maps  are  halfway  complete.  There  is  a 
completed  set  available  for  observation. 

No  further  discussion. 

Majority  in  favor.  Article  24  was  adopted  as  read. 

Mr.  Ayer  made  a  motion  to  adjourn.  Motion  was  seconded.  All  in  favor. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  9:50  p.m.

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SUMMER  TOWN  MEETING 
August    2,    1991 

Selectman  Wolf  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  p.m. 

Present  for  reporting  status  were  Bob  Messenger,  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment 
Chair;  Kevin  Walker  to  report  on  the  Blodgett  Landing  Sewer  Department;  Les 
Tinkham,  Road  Agent;  Dean  Bensley,  Conservation  Commission  Chair;  Carole 
Hockmeyer,  Administrative  Assistant;  Clifford  Ayer,  Selectman;  Dan  Wolf, 
Selectman;  Egbert  Albro,  Selectman;  Nancy  Marashio,  Planning  Board  Chair; 
Linda  Champy,  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector;  Frank  Mikutajcis,  Building 
Inspector;  Dick  Wright,  Kearsarge  Regional  School  District  Representative; 
Henry  Thomas,  Jr.,  Fire  Chief;  Jim  Tinker,  Police  Chief;  George  Beal,  Newbury 
Correspondent  to  the  Argus  Champion. 

Chairman  Messenger  informed  the  group  that  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment 
has  experienced  an  increase  in  hearings,  the  most  difficult  of  which  are  those 
which  have  not  obtained  building  permits  before  construction  commenced.  It  is 
necessary  for  the  property  owner  to  obtain  a  building  permit  through  the 
Selectmen's  Office  prior  to  construction  in  order  to  assure  zoning  compliance. 
Building  permits  are  necessary  for  structural  changes  if  there  is  an  increase  or 
alteration  in  the  size  of  the  building.  Interior  repair  or  change  does  not  require  a 
building  permit  if  there  is  no  increase  in  the  number  of  bedrooms.  Change  of  use 
from  seasonal  to  year  round  use  in  the  shoreland  district  (within  300'  of  any  great 
body  of  water)  needs  a  building  permit  as  a  precaution  for  faulty  septic  systems  so 
close  to  the  water. 

Chairperson  Marashio  commented  that  the  Board  is  in  a  learning  curve  in 
addressing  what  needs  to  be  done  next  in  order  to  mold  the  growth  of  Newbury  as 
its  occupants  have  indicated  through  public  hearings,  questionnaires,  and  general 
input.  Chairperson  Marashio  presented  a  poster  of  scenic  areas  in  Newbury.  If 
there  are  any  suggestions  for  what  is  of  scenic  value,  please  contact  us  through 
the  Selectmen's  Office  so  we  can  catalog  it. 

Selectman  Albro  informed  the  group  that  the  Town  is  starting  out  to  work  on 
the  watershed  areas  to  examine  the  water  sources  into  the  lakes.  This  project,  as 
others,  is  open  for  public  input. 

Carole  Hockmeyer  informed  the  group  that  there  is  a  senior  citizens  group 
which  started  June  23,  1991  and  is  so  far  going  very  well. 

Dean  Bensley  explained  the  role  of  the  Conservation  Commission  in  Land 
protection.  He  informed  the  group  that  a  trail  from  Mt.  Sunapee  to  Mt.  Kearsarge 
is  currendy  in  the  planning  phase.  The  Conservation  Commission  also  gives  its 
input  on  issues  with  other  Boards.  The  Conservation  Commission  can  always 
use  volunteer  help  and  welcomes  any  input. 
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Henry  Thomas  commented  that  presently  the  woods  are  very  quiet  and  are 
considered  a  Class  IV,  which  is  very  dry.  There  has  not  been  much  action  to 
report  lately. 

Les  Tinkham  informed  the  group  that  the  highway  department  has  been  very 
busy  with  all  the  maintenance  of  the  Newbury  roads,  and  hopes  to  get  all  of  the 
roads  up  to  par  before  winter. 

Kevin  Walker  informed  the  group  that  the  Blodgett  Landing  and  Croft  Beach 
system  is  approximately  35  years  old.  There  are  two  new  pumps  in  the  Blodgett 
system  and  bids  have  been  accepted  on  the  renovation  of  Front  Street.  The  Town 
is  doing  its  best  to  keep  it  in  good  working  condition. 

Q:  Is  there  any  consideration  for  all  of  the  shorefront  to  have  a  municipal 
sewerage  system? 

Selectman  Wolf  said  it  may  be  in  the  future,  but  not  feasible  for  the  present. 
The  Blodgett  system  came  into  being  by  an  emergency  situation.  The  average  lot 
size  in  Blodgett's  is  less  than  1/4  of  an  acre.  It  was  not  something  the  Town  had 
a  lot  of  time  to  plan  and  prepare  for. 

Selectman  Wolf  informed  the  group  that  the  Town  is  in  the  process  of 
negotiating  for  the  purchase  of  the  Loft  Gift  Shop  property.  The  Town  had 
negotiated  a  purchase  with  City  Bank.  About  two  weeks  before  the  closing  date 
City  Bank  was  taken  over  by  the  FDIC.  Therefore  the  Town  had  to  start  over  by 
negotiating  with  the  FDIC.  There  is  a  current  closing  date  of  September  3,  1991 
for  $152,000.00. 

Q:  Col.  Gall  asked  what  is  the  final  cost  after  bonds,  purchase,  construction  .  . 

Selectman  Wolf  informed  Mr.  Gall  that  $260,000.00  was  approved  at  the 
March  Town  Meeting  for  Phase  I:  Acquisition,  Demolition  of  the  existing 
building,  and  clean-up;  and  for  Phase  II:  To  construct  a  changing  area.  This  was 
all  subject  to  a  paper  ballot  at  March  Town  Meeting.  This  will  be  by  a 
municipal  bond  at  approximately  6%  for  7  years,  with  the  impact  on  the  tax  rate 
as  .75  per  $1,000. 

Q:  Is  this  going  to  be  for  Newbury  residents  only? 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  the  Town  cannot  control  the  water  rights,  only  the 
parking. 

Q:  Has  there  been  any  consideration  to  make  this  self  supporting  and  have  a 
usage  fee  for  that  area. 

Selectman  Wolf  said  options  are  being  discussed  and  considered. 

Q:  Have  you  considered  the  liability  insurance  costs? 

Selectman  Wolf  said  the  Town  is  looking  into  what  kind  of  liability  insurance 
will  be  required. 

The  group  discussed  the  liability  issues. 

Q:  Do  you  have  a  statistical  percentage  of  how  many  taxpayers  are  non- 
residents? 

Selectman  Wolf  commented  that  it  is  difficult  to  determine  due  to  the  constant 
change  of  residency. 
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Q:  What  can  be  done  about  the  noise  level  of  boats  traveling  past  the  Bay 
Point  area  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night? 

Selectman  Wolf  commented  that  the  State  of  NH  has  a  certain  decibel  level  that 
can  be  enforced.  For  further  action,  complaints  should  be  directed  to  Chandler 
Stowell,  Marine  Patrol  Officer  in  charge  on  Lake  Sunapee. 

Dean  Bensley  commented  that  the  Conservation  Commission  works  through 
lake  organizations  to  lobby  for  ordinances  regarding  speed  limits,  time  limits, 
noise  limits,  etc.  The  Lake  Sunapee  Protective  Association  is  also  a  good  start  to 
direct  complaints. 

Mr.  Gall  expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  having  the 
informative  summer  town  meetings.  He  thanked  the  Town  representatives  for 
their  hard  work  and  time  committed.  Mr.  Gall  complimented  Carole  Hockmeyer 
and  Sue  Webster  from  the  Selectmen's  office  for  their  efforts  in  answering  each  of 
his  concerns  throughout  the  year. 

Mr.  Gall  expressed  concern  for  purchasing  landfill  at  the  transfer  station. 

Selectman  Wolf  explained  that  even  if  the  water  quality  came  back  poor,  and  the 
town  did  not  purchase  it,  the  Town  would  still  be  responsible  for  correcting  the 
situation.  There  are  currently  five  test  wells  that  are  being  monitored  and  look 
good. 

Mr.  Gall  asked  if  the  Town  has  decided  to  split  up  the  commercial  zone  to 
eliminate  the  possibility  of  having  a  strip  in  the  future. 

Chairperson  Marashio  commented  that  the  Board  is  studying  the  commercial 
zone  and  its  accesses,  etc.  Progress  is  slow  but  accurate.  Nothing  will  be  done 
without  a  public  hearing. 

Mr.  Gall  commented  that  it  should  be  changed,  soon. 

Mr.  Gall  addressed  some  concerns  regarding  Todd  Pond.  A  State  representative 
is  coming  to  Newbury  to  declare  Todd  Pond  as  NOT  a  great  pond.  The  State  also 
wants  Todd  as  a  water  district  which  will  take  Todd  out  of  the  hands  of  Bradford 
and  Newbury.  Mr.  Gall  also  commented  that  there  is  testing  of  the  water  base  of 
streams  leading  into  larger  bodies  of  water.  People  near  all  water  should  be 
subject  to  strict  regulations. 

Mr.  Gall  asked  the  Selectmen  to  put  a  police  patrol  down  near  Todd  Pond  more 
often. 

Mr.  Gall  suggested  that  there  should  be  at  least  one  non-resident  on  each 
committee  to  represent  the  non-residents  and  their  concerns  since  a  large  amount 
of  Newbury's  tax  dollars  come  from  non-residents. 

Mr.  Gall  suggested  that  a  program  should  be  enforced  to  accept  old  gasoline  and 
oil  from  boats  at  the  end  of  the  boating  season.  Otherwise,  people  tend  to  let  the 
gasoline  and  oil  drain  out  into  the  bodies  of  water. 

Mr.  Gall  complimented  Churchill  Hesleton,  Transfer  Station  Manager,  as  being 
a  good  man  doing  a  great  job. 
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Mr.  Gall  Complimented  Selectman  Ayer  and  the  Historical  Society  for  their 
efforts  in  preservation  of  Newbury  History.  He  suggested  that  the  Town  look 
into  obtaining  some  help,  possibly  from  Historical  Preservation  students  from 
Boston  University,  UNH,  or  University  of  Vermont,  in  preservation  of  historical 
interests  in  Newbury. 

Q:  What  will  the  impact  be  on  the  Blodgett  Landing  area  during  the 
construction  for  maintenance  purposes. 

Selectman  Wolf  informed  the  group  that  the  sewer  will  be  usable  at  all  times. 
The  roads  affected  will  be  usable  in  the  evening.  The  roads  will  eventually  be 
regraded  and  paved  when  construction  repair  is  completed.  The  Town  will  pick  up 
approximately  1/3  of  these  costs,  the  users  will  pick  up  the  remaining  2/3.  It 
will  be  approximately  $75,000.00  -  new  pumps,  400'  of  Front  Street,  200'  of 
Post  Office  Street  to  be  bonded  over  5  years. 

Q:  Will  the  impact  on  the  tax  rate  go  down  at  the  end  of  the  five  years? 
A:  It  will  probably  add  about  20%  to  the  bill  each  year  for  the  next  5  years. 

Q:  When  will  the  street  numbering  and  naming  be  completed? 

Henry  Thomas  informed  the  group  that  at  the  present  time  Blodgett  Landing  is 
serviced  by  New  London  for  rural  delivery.  Once  the  street  numbering  is 
completed  action  can  be  made  to  change  the  delivery  route.  South  Newbury  is 
complete,  the  east  side  of  Lake  Sunapee  is  almost  done,  then  the  west  side  will  be 
last. 

Q:  Can  a  non-resident  speak  at  Town  Meeting  in  March? 

Selectman  Albro  said  legally  no,  but  in  the  past,  we  have  never  denied  anyone. 

Q:  How  was  the  determination  made  to  eliminate  street  lights? 

Selectman  Albro  informed  the  group  that  the  Town  had  142  lights  going  for 
night  use.  All  safety  factors  were  considered,  traffic,  population,  road  design,  etc., 
and  it  was  felt  not  all  of  the  lights  were  necessary.  So  far  the  Town  has  saved 
$620.00  for  the  48  lights  that  were  turned  off. 

Q:  How  does  one  get  a  light  turned  back  on? 

Selectman  Albro  informed  the  group  anyone  can  call  Public  Service  of  New 
Hampshire  and  get  a  flat  rate  to  turn  the  light  back  on  and  pay  for  the  light 
personally. 

Q:  What  do  you  do  with  the  money  that  is  saved? 

Selectman  Albro  informed  the  group  that  the  Town  is  trying  to  hold  down  the 
tax  rate.  Lighting,  insurance,  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield,  costs  in  general  for 
operation  are  going  up. 

Q:  Why  did  the  Town  hire  an  assistant  for  the  Town  Clerk  if  costs  are  such  a 
concern. 

Linda  Champy  informed  the  group  that  the  person  hired  was  not  hired  as  an 
assistant,  but  as  a  deputy.  The  State  requires  that  each  Town  Clerk  have  a  deputy 
to  take  over  in  case  of  illness  or  absence  from  the  office  by  the  Town  Clerk.  It  is 
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important  that  the  deputy  understand  and  is  able  to  perform  the  necessary  duties  to 
cover  for  the  Town  Clerk.  The  only  way  to  ensure  this  is  to  practice  the  job  on  a 
regular  basis. 

Q:  Is  there  some  way  to  monitor  the  shoreland,  i.e.,  pulling  up  of  shrubs. 

Selectman  Albro  informed  the  group  that  the  Town  is  doing  the  best  it  can  to 
survey  the  shoreland  for  illegal  changes.  Please  let  the  Selectmen's  office  know  if 
there  is  anything  inappropriate  happening. 

Q:  Why  was  there  a  $2,000.00  dry  cleaning  bill  approved  for  the  Police 
Department? 

Chief  Tinker  explained  that  dry  cleaning  is  a  benefit  to  the  three  full  time 
officers,  like  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield.  It  is  a  standard  practice  throughout  the 
State  of  NH. 

Mr.  Wolf  announced  that  next  year  the  Summer  Town  Meeting  will  be  the  first 
Friday  in  August,  as  usual.  All  comments  are  welcomed  and  considered 
throughout  the  year,  not  only  at  the  summer  meeting. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  8:55  p.m.
